As a necessity the spokes must 
be heavier than the first in order to com- 
plete a properly proportioned wheel. “He 
here went on to describe the other parts of 
the wheel and gave scientific reasons why 
the increased proportions should’ be con- 
tinued. He thén asked would it be right 
and just for this House to pass a law mak- 
ing it imperative that though the first 
buggy was sufficient for all the purposes 
required, yet the second could only be 
used ? (Hear, hear.) Such, he said,wasa 
fair illustration of what the effect would be 
with wido tires on the general community, 
if tires of 34 inches in width became the 
law. Ordinary loads were from one to two 
tons. The ordinary width of tires were 
sufficient for such loads; nay, more, the 
ordinary width of tires on » wheel properly 
made with a running gearing in aa ror 
portions would be sufficient, for a load of 
6,000 pounds. Now it would be unjust to 
the farmers to compel them to adopt such 
a width of tire. (Hear, hear.) Tho 
farmers of the County of. Hastings would 
take it as an insult to their judgment and 
common sense, as though they were not 
capable to decide what was’ in their own 
interest in a matter about which they were 
fully capable to give a correct opinion, He

The contrast between the speech from 

the throne with which His Excellency the 
Governor-General opened the fourth session 
of the fifth Parliament of the Dominion and 
that with which His Honor the Lioutenant 
Governor inaugurated the third session of 
the fifth Legislature of Ontario, is so marked 
that it can scarcely have escaped tho atten- 
tion of even tho dullest of critics. The lat- 
tor, which was firat delivered, was all words 
and little work ; the former was all work

Chapleau did speak at St. Jerome, he was 
rudely received by'some of the people there, 
whereupon the Ontario Reform paper ex- 
pressed extremesatisfaction at theapparent 
unpopularity of the Minister, A few.days 
ago Mr, Chapleau addressed a gathering of 
his compatriots at Ottawa. A Reform re- 
port says,somewhat triumphantly, that dur- 
ing the meeting a cry of fire was raised,and 
the audience rushed out, tofindafigure dang- 
ling from a teleprarh poleand bearing the 
inscription ‘* The hangman Chapleau!” 
On Wednesda last Sir A. P. Caron spoke 
at his native place, in Sitlery., The Toronto 
Globe states with much enthusiasm that 
the affair wasa fiasco, It says Sir Adolphe 
was bent upon securing ‘a semblance. of 
endorgation” for his action in the Riel 
case, but that all attempts to secure this 
were in vain, ‘‘the popular disapproval of 
the Ottawa Government was not to be 
choked off.” Sir Adolphe was interrupted 
by cries of ‘Riel! and “and “hangman |" 
Shots were fired, and windows weré smiash- 
ed with Inmps of ice and billets of wood, 
and one man was so badly injured that he 
had to be carried away, to receive medical 
treatment.

sat upon by the constituents.” 

All this, and the stories of the threats 
agaist Mr. Chapleau and of the illtreat- 
ment 6f which he was a victim,may be truo 
enough, bot what one cannot understand 
is, how the Reform party, unless it is now 
thoroughly united to’ the cause of Riel, can 
yiew with satisfaction the onslaughts upon 
the Ministera and the attempts to deprive 
them of the right of free speech which be- 
longs to every British subject, and which 
should be supported with as much vigor by 
Liberals as it is by Conservatives. It is 
not protonded that the Ministers are as- 
aniled because of their general policy, or 
because of any specific administrative act 
other than that of allowing the sentence of 
the court to bo enforced. ‘The unpopularity 
over which the Reform pes rejoices, the 
asaaults which it regards with so much 
favor, the attempts to provent Ministers 
from stating their case which it regards as 
a mastorstroke of policy, are. the results 
wholly of the punishment of the man who 
led his dupes against our yolunteors, and 
who cruelly treated loyal men, and who 
sent the Indians upon a mission of 
murder ‘among  unofferiding _ sottlors. 
Roputablo citizens will hold that, even if 
the oxcoution was wrong, the Ministers 
whose alloged offence is theif refusal to 
stay it should at least bo heard. But tho 
Reform press counts an. assault upon a 
Minister as a tromendous triumph for the 
Reform causo, and an attempt to closo a 
Ministor's mouth asso much gain to’ tho 
party.

Rolls and biscuits that haye become cold 
may be made os if fresh-by dipping in hot 
water for a few moments and then putting 
in a hot oven. 

Tomatoes stewed and poured over but- 
tered slices of toast bread will be found 
very palatable. Season with pepper, salt, 
anda little sugar. 

A capital substitute for maple’ syrup 
is made by boiling a pound of good 
brown sugar in a pint of water, A 
quarter of a pound of maple sugar anda 
half a pint of boiling water will make -mico 
syrup. 

A great deal of coal may be saved during 
the winter in the kitchen. When the fire 
is not wanted for cooking it should. be cov- 
ered with cinders or fresh coal and all the 
draughts opened. lf it burns too quickly 
then a little fine ashes should be sprinkled 
over the top. 

Cold boiled rice may be utilized to make 
hot cakes for breakfast. Toevery twocups 
of rico add a quarter of a cup of flour, one 
ogg, a tablespoonful of sugar and enough 
milk or water to make into a batter. Fry 
in hot drippings in small round cakes and 
eat with maple syrup, 

‘A palatable yet simplo deasort is made out 
of applés—greening# are best. Pare and 
core them set in pudding dish. Put a half 
cup of water on the bottom and fill the cen- 
treof each apple withcinnamon, brown sugar 
and alittle molasses, Oook tntil tender ; 
serve hot or cold. 

A good substitute for coffee is chocolate 
made with three-quarters water and one- 
quarter milk. Four square inches of baker’s 
chocolate will make four cups. When the 
milk and wator boil mixin the chocolate, 
which should first be melted in hot water, 
Add a little sugar. A few spoonfuls of 
whipped cream put in just before serving 
adda to the taste. 

A quick and sure sponge cake, very nico 
for Sunday evening tea, is made as follows 
Three eggs, the yolks and whites beaten 
separately ; one scant cup of granulated 
sugar, creamed with the yolks; one table 
spoonful of water ; no milk, no butter, Mix 
together with one cup of sifted flour. Bako 
in a hot oven in well-buttered pans, This 
cake is very nice for jelly or fruit layer,and 
is also very inexpensive,

Here the eggs re- 
main for about a fortnight, each egg 
being frequently moved from place to place 
to equalize. their share of heating: “After 
this they are taken to a-third room, where 
they aro spread over wide shelves and cov- 
ored with sheets of thick,’warm cotton ; at 
the end of another fortnight hundreds of 
little ducklings simultaneously break their 
shell, and by evening pérhaps a couple of 
fluffy little beauties are launched into life, 
and are forthwith fed. with rice water. 
Duck farmers (who know’ precisely when 
each great hatching is due) are in attend- 
ance to buy so many hundreds of these lit- 
tle infants, whom they at once carry off to 
thoir respective farms, where there are al- 
ready an immense number of ducks and 
geese of different ages, all.in separate lots, 
The geese, by the way, are not hatched 
aftificially,-owing to'the thickness of their 
shells, consequently they are not so very 
numerous 48 ducks. Still, flocks number- 
ing 600 to 800 are reared, and are provided 
with wattle shelves on which to roost, as 
damp ground is considered injurious to the 
young birds, A very large goose market is 
held every morning at Canton, which is 
supplied by geese boats, each of which 
brings 200 or 800 birds, As to the baby 
ducks, they are fed on boiled rice,and after 
4 while are promoted to bran, maggots and 
other delicacies, till the day comes when 
the ownors of the duck boats come to pur- 
chase the half-grown birds and commence 
the process of letting them fatten. them- 
selves as aforesaid. This continues till they 
aro ready for the market, and are either 
sold for immediate consumption or bought 
wholesale by the provision dealers, who 
split, salt and dry them in the sun... The 
heart, gizzard and entrails are also .driod 
and sold separately, and tho bills, tongucs 
and feet are pickled in brino.— Belgravia,

‘That part of the tea-making 
Was moat puzzling tous of the Occident, 
who have been taught as the first principle 
of toa-making that the water must be boil- 
ing at the minute it touches the leaves,and 
that unloss at boiling point, tea made with 
itis flat and unprotitable, Our Japanese 
friond explained to us that to the most 
critical and epicur tea-drinkers of his 
country boiling water was an abomination, 
4s it scorched the leaves, drove out the fine 


fragrance in the first cloud of steam, and 
extracted all the bitterness instead of the 
frat awoot taste of the young leaf. ‘It 


may bo all well enough for the coarse black 
tea of China, to pour boiling water on it,” 
said this most delightful Japanese, * but 
the dolicate loaf of our cultivated tea plant 
does not need it, And bowed sub 
missively, and promised never more to 
apply Chinese processes to Japancse 
leaves,

One end will be 
Jnid on the bucket, the other on thu spile, 
1f tin buckets are preferred the atrip 
spoken of should be only an inch or less 
shorter than the upper diameter of the 
bucket. If the trees arc not in a windy 
place, tho covers may be simply pieces of 
boards. Covers pay well in preventing dis- 
coloration of the sap and syrup from dirt. 
To receive tho. sap, galvanized iron 
buckots are the best ofall; they are most 
easily kept clean and freo ftom rust ; but 
probably most formers will be doterred 
from buying them» by the expense, As 
between tin and wooden buckets, there is 
considerable to be said in-favor. of » both. 
Thoroughly good. wooden: buckets, with 
three huops and well painted, are good 
enough. Even the bestones1 shave seon 
were not titfor theraception of sap. until 
they had been soaked in hot water, to swell 
them and neutralize the paint. .1f wooden 
buckets are used, they should be enameled 
on the inside before the tapping begins. If 
tin buckets are selected, they should be the

80 good as wooden ones—made of three- 
sheet tin, with two gore strips, with No, 8 
wire around thotop, and lightly painted on 
the inside with iron-clad paint and oil, hay- 
ing plenty of drier in it. The best tin sap- 
spiles to go with them should not cost over 
1peents a piece, 

For 400 trees, a galvanized iron sap-pan 
of No, 20 iron, made of one whole sheat 44 
by 96 inches and 32 by 84 inches when done, 
should not cost over $6,50. If made of com- 
mon black sap-pan iron, it should not cost 
over 85. Fora heater, a smaller one. will 
anawer, say 24 by 32 inches. 

These.are given on the supposition that 
the farmer makes his own, arch. and pro- 
vides his own pans. Further along this 
will be considered again under the heading 
of the arch. 

‘The receiving tank may be tin, galvaniz- 
ed iron or wooden hogeheads. The formor 
are more expensive, but are better in the 
long run; hogsheads are apt. to, fall to 
pieces during hot weather, . Fora gather- 
tank regard must be bad to the surface of 
the ground, » If very rough, a-sled and a 
hogshead will probably be- best; but on 
level ground a low waggon, with iron or 
wooden tanks, may|be used, The tops of 
the tanks should be open and covered with 
heavy circular wooden floats; it would 
never do to bother with pouring sap. in 
througha funnel. Very little sap will slop 
over. 

Tapping.—It is probably true that a spile 
inserted on the north side ofa tree would 
yield as much sap in the whole course of 
the season as one on: the south side; it 
would begin later, but continue longer. Jt 
is better to-tap:on the north side in |good 
wood than on the south side in poor wood, 
near aburl oran old wound. ‘The south, 
east and west aides are preferable in the 
order named here, { 

An half inch or three-eighths hole, made 
with a dowel bit and brace, is sufficient. 
An inch, or at the outside 1} inches deep 
in the solid wood is enough for the first 
boring; a hole deeper than that yields sap 
more or less colored and it aaah the tree 
unnecessarily, being a long time in healing. 
After a fortnight or so it is well to freshen 
the hole by taking another turn or two, 
with the same bit, Whether it is best to 
bore one hole or two, is a question depend- 
ing on circumstances. If the tree is young, 
one is enough ; if it is mature, two may be 
bored, and if they are shallow, they will 
injure it less than one deep ono. 

There are mysteries about the flow of sap 
which may never bé uncovered—the influ- 
ence of dry weather, wet weather, wind and 
frost. The day for tapping comes without 
the farmers’ choosing; all factitious rules 
founded on the blue birds, or the March 

eepers, are useless, The great point is to 
far all things ready by Februgry 15th, and 
then watch, “Trees in some situations will 
run weeks before others will, y 

It is thought by some Ohio sugar-makars 
that, where the trees are pirt soft maple, 
the syrup will not have the trouble of 
silica or **sugar-sand,”" 

Boiling.— The cardinal principle is, the 
sooner sap can be “Converted "into ‘syrup, 
the clearer the syrup.’ And herein lies one 
of the greatest objections to thé old’ gal- 
vanized pana—the nécessity for frequent 
stoppings' to ‘syrup off.” The fire has ‘to 
be cooled down to enable one to dip the 
Syrup out, and not have the high places in 
the pan burn and blacken before the syrup 
can be gotten out, and the pan bo’ refilled, 
The evaporator, of whatever patent, acts 
on the continuous principle. © Probably 
an incessant stream of sap flowing in from 
A Bpigob does not permit of such close and 
caréful skimming up as does the ‘old-fash- 
ioned system of ‘“batches,” but the com- 
pensating advantages are great, “Where a 
very fino specimen of.*‘ maple honey’ is 
desired for the fair, for instance, leta given 
quantity of sap be evaporated quickly, and 
by itself, without the addition of any sap 
during the process. \No matter how im- 
maculately clean the sap may have been 
kept, the ‘necessity for skimming «still 
exista; there isd white vegetable mucus 
or something which ought to be removed. 

1 would. repeat and emphasize the 
maxim: By all means let the sap be boil- 
ed down as soon a8 possible after it runs 
from the trees, 

If the syrup stands 24 or 48 hours after 
being taken off, before it is ‘* sugared 
down," so much the better. It will: preci- 
pitate « sediment, and thé clear part may 
be poured off and strained, which will pro- 
mote considerably the work of clarification, 
Tho sediment can be boiled: over with & 
little fresh sap, and strained again for & 
second-rate quality of sugar or syrup. All 
straining should be very thoroughly done, 
through flannel or, at any rate, through 
thick; new cotton, It has always been 
taught that the cleansing material, eggs or 
milk, should bo amixed with the syrup 


while the latter is cold. This is not 
essontial. If tho syrup is reheated to 
150°, tho cleansing material seoms to 


mingle with it more thoroughly than it 
would if cold; thon, if a little clean, cold 
aap is poured in on ono side of the kettle, 
to make it boil slowly, a fino skimming 
may bo mado. Then tho boilingysmay be 
stopped a second time in the same way, 
and a second skimming may be. made; 
then a third, This will insure the most 
perfect clearness in the molasses.

Mins Nettic Swayze, eldest daughter of 
Mr. Geo, Swayze, writing mastor at Albert 
College, had a narrow escape from instant 
death this morning. Sho was on_ wost 
Bridge Stroot coming toward Front Street. 
Tho sidewalks are covered with ico and for 
safety Miss Swayzo was walking on tho 
road. Lindsay Elliott and Geo. Losee,eyo 
witnosses of the accident, said to an In- 
TELLIORNCER reporter : Wo were standing 
ata window in the sitting-room of the 
Windsor House talking. We saw a lady 
walking in the street, Sho was noar tho 
wost end of the bridgo and was turning to 
pass botwoen the lamp post and the end of 
the bridge to take the footpath on the 
north side of the bridge when a team of 
unattached runaway horses dashod 
into view. We saw her peril but 
before either could speak she was struck 
in the back by the nigh horse and knocked 
allinabeap. Sho was woll wrapped up 
and cither did not hear the approsch of 
the horses or was of opinion that they 
were under control, and would pass upon 
the bridgo on the southside. Tho chances 
are that she did not hear them, as their 
quick pace would attract the attention of 
anyone within hearing. Miss Swayzo was 

icked up by Mr. W. N. Ponton and Mr. 
Enictt and carried to the upper sitting 
room of the Windsor House. Dr. Willson 
was speedily summoned and Mr. Al. Davis 
sent a team for Miss Swayze's friends. 
The unfortunate woman lay unconscious 
for nearly half an hour, when she rallied 
sufliciontly to speak, but evidently suffered 
intensely, as she was 4o rostless that it re- 
quired force to keep her upon a couch 
while the cuts upon hor face were dressed. 
Her nose was broken, but what ‘other in- 
juries sho sustained could not be ascertain- 
ed until after she had been taken home. 
Those who saw the accident do not 
known whether she was knocked. against 
the iron end of the bridge by the team or 
not, When picked up she was lying very 
close to it. Shortly after she rallied her 
parents and a younger,sister arrived ‘and 
were greatly shocked at the sight of the 
ghastly, blood-stained figure which met 
their , but were reassured when in- 
formed that the chances for recovery were 
all in her favor.

RAILWAY CASUALTY. 


A Loaded Passenger Train goes Over 
a Beldge, 


OH 4, 


Four Persons Injured, One Seriously, 


A serious smashup occurred on the Grand 
Junction Ry. about five milos wost of Hast 
ings on Tuesday morning. The regular train 
from Peterborough to Belleville, composed | 
of three freight cars, a joint baggage and 
second class car and a first clans passenger 
coach was proceeding to Belleville atamoder- 
ate rato of speed, and when crossing what 
is known to railway men as No, 8 bridge a 
loose wheel on a freight car derailed tho 
train. Tho throo freight cars fell over the 
bridge on one side and the two passenger 
coaches on the other. A passenger stated 
toan INTELLIGENCER reporter that the 
people in the car had no intimation of danger 
until they folt a bumph which was 
followed by a thrill such as tobogganiste 
are familiar with. Thon there was a jar 
and it was allovér. The car had fallen 
about 8 foot from the track to the ice bound 
creok belogee The car caught fire, but ow- 
ing to the presence of mind and en 
Conductor W. H. Morris and eae 
Fred Russell and Alex. McNeily,tho flames 
wero soon extinguished. Both cars were 
well filled and the wonder is that injuries 
were not numerous, The wounded are: 
Mrs. Jas. Oampbell, Peterborough, serious- 
ly,probably fatal ; Mrs. Walker, Campboll- 
ford, slight; Mrs. Clancy, Peterborough, 
slight, and Mr. A. O. Fleming, commercial 
traveller, Montreal, scalp wounds, but not 
serious. The other passengers escaped on- 
tirely unhurt. Mrs. Campbell's clothing 
was on fire, but the promptness of: Con- 
ductor Morris in providing for auch an 
emergency, saved her trominjury in that 
respect. 

Mr. J M. Riddell, superintendent ofthe 
division, was soon on the spot and made all 
possible provision for the comfort of the 
passengers, especially for those who were 
injured. A wrecking car was despatched 
from Belleville and at 7 o'clock p. m. had 
the track clear and open for traffic. Wreck- 
ers are at work next day liftingthe derailed 
cars: Damages to the company’s property 
will not exceed $500, The engine alone 
was loft on the track. 

Tho Toronto papers contain grossly ex- 
ated reports of the accident. ‘The 
above ‘report is reliable.

It was in the fall of 1857 that Mr. Lan- 
phier, a lay Missionary in connection with 
the old Dutch Church in Fulton Street, 
started this meeting. This was during a 
period of mercantile crisis and depression, 
when men were maddened at the thought 
of bankruptcy, and many were going idle. 
It was one of the periodic spasms of com- 
merce, On the day announced for begin- 
ning the daily meeting, Mr. L. waited in 
the lecture-room of the old church for a full 
half hour, yot not one came near him. He 
continued in prayer alone. By-and-by one 
dropped in, and then I think another; those 
brethren sang, read, and prayed together. 
In a few days the room was crowded. It 
was an immense relief for these troubled 
men and women to have a place where thoy 
could spend an hour in religious services, 
Many were comforted, othors strongthened, 
still others conscious of the busden of sin 
falling from theirhearts. By-and-by thore 
came a time when the continuance of the 
daily mocting was threatened. Business 
was demanding every inch of ground. The 
grand congrogation that used to moet in the 
Fulton St, Church had dwindled toa hand- 
ful. The Trustees determined to sell tho 
church and site, Fortunately for the main- 
tenanco of the prayer meoting, the congro- 
gation had what is called a perpetual leaso 
of the land, the difference between this and 
real ostato only being that thore might bo 
forfeiture of tho lease by romoval. Clover 
lawyors cut tho Gordian knot, ‘They gave 
the opinion that if one room, howover small, 
was reserved for religious services, the will 
of the testator would be conserved ; 56 that 
neceit became asary to provide for a chapel 
in the heart of tho huge pilo which it was 
yroposed to be built on tho old church site, 
once the Fulton Stroet Church and daily 
meoting can nover be disturbed.

which resulted in their commiting crimes 
for which they subsequently suffered. Sir 
John proceeds 'to remark: 

“That the Indians who revolted had no 
reason for doing 80, in so far as their treat- 
ment was concerned, is sufliciantly estab- 
lished by the concurrent testimony of all 
those connected with the management of 
of the Indians in the Torriterios, as also by 
the fact that they had no intention of join- 
ing in the insurrection until messages 
reached them from tho leaders of the half- 
breed insurgents, assuring them that’ great 
benefits in the shape of rich booty would 
accrue to them,” 

Sir John expresses gratitude for the loy- 
alty of some of the chiefs and their bands 
in the disaffected Zdistricts and elsewhere. 
Among those specially named are Red 
Crow, ‘head chief of the Bloods, and Orow- 
foot, head’ chief of the Blackfeet. Sir 
John also remarks 7 

“The Indiana who revolted do not plead 
grievances in extenuation of their haying 
done so. On the contrary, they expréss re- 
gret forthe part they'took, and say they 
woro lod into it by the leader of the half. 
breed insurrection. And those of them 
who suffered for their crimes on the gallows 
publicly acknowledged that they deserved 
the punishment, and advised their cym- 

atriots to be warned by their fate not to 
‘ollow theit example.” 

Sir John is encouraged to learn from the 
report of his’ subordinates ‘that educa- 
tional progress among the Indian “children 
in the North-West was not seriously re, 
tarded last year.” Seven new schools were 
opened. The two industrial institutions at 
High -Riyer, in Alberta, and at Qu’- 
Appelle continued their operations, and if 
Parliament will vote money, another in- 
stitution of the same type will be put up 
near Long Lake in, Assiniboia, anal “the 
paaas pe and other officera selected from 
the Presbyterian denomination,” Sir 
John then returns again to the insurrection 
and remarks, 

“The Indians of Manitoba and Keewatin, 
genbrally, had no sympathy with the insur- 
gents, but denounced the rebellion in no 
measured terms.” 
The tota} number of Indians in the Do- 
minion is’ returned as just short of one 
hundred and thirty thousand. (**The North- 
West Territories” in the list mean Alberta, 
Assiniboia and Saskatchewan, as distinct 
from the rest of the North-West.)

In a paper by the Rey. Philip Neale, late 
British chaplain at Bavaria, in Leisure 
Hour, speaking of the great inundation 
rom the sea caused by the Krakatoa earth- 
quake, Java, he says: ‘*One of the most 
remarkable facts concerning the inunda- 
tion remains to be told. As we walked or 
scrambled along, we were much surprised

p from their ocean bed in the midst of the 
unda Straits, borne inland by the gigantic 
wave, and finally left on the land several 
miles from the shore.

The experienced and 
tearned Uoctor may tell you whatis’ likely 
to produce insanity, in what persons it is 
likely to be found from the state of their 
parents, and other matters ; what is likely 
to cure or aggravate it. But whether it 
exjsta is as much a matter of fact, I repeat, 
as lameness is, Ifthe man walks lame I 
could not help thinking #0, evon if a Paget 
said he waa not; itwouldin such a case 
turn out that we saw differently or meant 
different things by lameness, There may 
bea corresponding difference as to in- 
sanity. Butit is not for. the medical 
man to lay down the law and say 
what is madness. I will not pretend to say 
or to define what is, nor would I lameness, 
But I say it is a question. for ordi: per- 
sons, and not for exports, and so’is the 
question whether it exists in particular 
oases.

3. In every such room there shall be 
in a conspicuous place, and so kept 
posted, a copy of this act, Jpcese in Ro- 
man letters of fair size, and foreach day's 
noglect in so doing, the owner, or proprie- 
tor, or either af them, shall be liable to a 
penalty of §10 per day, to any one suing 
therefor, and such penalty’shall be a lien 
en the tables and furniture in such room 
entil pai 

4. Every minor contravening this Act, 
after having beon duly warned not to do 
so, shall be liable éo a like tine as the pro- 
prietor, or ifthe parent or guardian so 
lect, to corporal punishment, to be award-

paren of gurdian.

British party in the community, Canadian 
sentiment has been greatly misrepresented 
and that in our opinion the Canadian peo- 
ple generally are heartily loyal to the 
mother country and would regret anything 
tending to dismemberment with tha deep- 
ost sorrow and shame, 

That we regard with the utmost pride 
and sympathy the brave and patriotic stand 
made by the loyalists of Ireland against 
heavy odds and amidst much discomfort and 
in defence of the union and will cordially 
atford them any aid in our power at a crisis 
fraught with the greatest danger not only 
to thé integrity of the United Kingdom 
but to British civilization throughout the 
world. 

That Prof. Smith, E. F. Clarke, Warring 
Kennedy, Major Jamea Bennett, Rey. Dr. 
Wild, Rev. Dr, Potts, J. L. Haghes, Mar- 
collus Crombie, be a committee with power 
to add to their number, to receive and for- 
ward funds in ald of the union defence fund 
of the loyalists of Ireland.

THE GAME LAWS. 


Mr, Caldwell has introduced into the 
Legislature a Bill to amend the game laws, 
the provisions of which are to,the following 
effect :—(1) Deer, elk, moose, reindeer or 
caribou, between the 15th day of Decem- 
ber and the lbth daz of October; (2) 
Grouse, pheasants, prairie fowl or part- 
ridge, between the Istday of January and 
tho lat day of September ; (3) Wild tur- 
keys, between the 1st day of January and 
the Ist day of October ; (4) Woodcock be- 
tween the lat day of January and the Ist 
day of September ; (5) Snipe and plover of 
all kinds, between the lst day of January 
and the Ist day of September ; (6) Ducks of 
all kinds, coots, mud hens, and rice hens, 
between the lst day of January and the Ist 
day of September; (7) Swans or geese, be- 
tween the lst day of January and the Ist 
day of September ; (8) Hares between the 
Ist day of March and the first day of Sept- 
ember, He also provides that no quail 
shall be hunted, or taken, or killed during 
the years 1886, 1887, and 1888, Ho further 
provides for the protection of eggs, forbids 
trapping, except in the case of hares, a 
prohibits the use of batteries ‘and 
shooting, He also proposes that no beaver 
muskrat, sable, martin, otter, or fishor, 
shall be taken between the first day of 
May and the first of Noyember, and no 
mink between the first day of April and 
tho first of vember. ‘There are also 
clauses protecting game imported for 
brooding, prohibiting the use of poison 
under cortain circumstances, providing 
penaltios for oxport out of Ontario, against 
allowing hounds to ,run at large between 
Noy. 16 and Oct. 1, and authorizing the 
appointment of game inspectors by muni 
cipal councils, 

Mr. Caldwell's Bill is an excellent one, 
and we hope that it will pass. If the pro- 
yisions in Mr, Budgorom’s measure as to 
the anchoring of decoysand theappointment 
of wood rangors as inspectors wore incorpor 
ated in it, it Would be all that could be do- 
sirod.

The Postmaster-General remarks that 
**the communication with Manitoba and 
the North-West was materially improved 
by the completion of the main line ot the 
Canadian Pacific railway on the Lake Su- 
perior section, and from November last a 
daily mail service by postal'car, with mail 
clerks in attendance, has been had between’ 
Montreal and Ottawaand Winnipeg, timed 
to deliver “the mails between Winnipeg 
and Montreal in about 66 hours, the «is- 
tance being 1,480 miles, This service has 
been regularly maintained throughout the 
present winter without any serious inter.’ 
ruption from snow or other casualty,”’ 

The Postmaster-General mentions one 
of the incidents of the post-office as fol- 
lows :—*‘An incident, unique in itself and 
interesting, as illustrating the pioneer 
sorvices which the post-office may be call- 
ed upon to render in advance of actual set- 
tlement, may be worth recording. On the 
Ist January, 1885, a post-office and money 
order office was established at what, for 
convenience, was designated ‘End of Track, 
Rocky Mountains, Pay tes the at. 
office and postmaster’s home boing in 
railway car, roughly fitted for tho service, 
and moving westward a few miles from day 
to day with the progross of track-laying. On 
the 7th November following, with the meet- 
ing in the Rocky mountains of the two sec- 
tions of railway that proceeding westward 
and that coming eastward, the so-call ‘End 
of Track’ ceased to be. The laborers and 
navvies employed in conatruction dispers- 
ng, the objects of the temporary office 
ceased, and it passed out of existénce with 
its name. During these ten months money 
orders of the value of $63,304 wore issued 
at this travelling post-oflice, an amount 
grenter than at any office in Ontario, Que- 
bec, or the Maritime Provinces, except the 
chief or few city offices—greater in fact 
than at Kingston, Ont., and nearly equal 


to the money order issues of tho city of 
Quebec.” 
Comparing the statistics of 1885 with

Temperature in the Datry. 
Tompotature is one of the most import- 
ant things in the management of the dairy. 
By neglect of it one meets with the great- 
est difhiculties, In the winter these dfti- 
culties often quite prevent the making of 
butter, or if the butter cat! bo made at all 
the quality is inferior and at thmes 80 poor 
‘as to make it unsaleable. Winter dairy- 
ing, upon this account, can be made easier 
and more profitable than summer dairying, 
because the right temperature can be bet- 
ter and more cheaply maintained by means 
of fire in the dairy-room in cold weather 
than by ico in the hot weather, The stan- 
dard temperature for setting milk, the 
year round, is 62 degrees. It is useless to 
try to secure this exact temperature with- 
out a thermometer,and the first thing to bo 
done by the buttermaker at any season is 
to procure one. of those indispensable 
guides, Where there is a good, tight 
dairy-house, a fire in asmall stove, kept 
up for one hour in the morning, and for 
another hour inthe evening, will usually 
be sufficient to maintain the necessary 
warmth. The temperature may be permit- 
ted to rise to 65 degroes for a time, and 
fall to 60, or even 6b during the night, 
without injury. With this temperature, 
the cream will rise on shallow pans in 36 
hours; and if kopt at the same tempora- 
ture for 36 hours more, before churning, it 
will churn in a room kopt at the same tem- 
perature in 25 or 30 minutes without any 
failure. Sometimes difliculty arises by 
churning in a cold rgom, when the agita.

The Time to Administer Medicines, 
Before or atter meals? Such is the ques- 
tion often asked the doctor, but the an- 
sworis not always ready. Tho Midland 
Medical Miscellany answers it as follows : 
Medicines that are irritating should be 
given after meals,when the stomach is full, 
viz., the salts of copper, zinc, iron and 
arsenic in large doses. Small doses, »in- 
tended to uct on the stomach terminals of 
the'Vagi, must be given when the organ is 
empty. Chemica! reasons alsohave their 
influence; thus, oxidoand nitrate ofjsilver, 
intended for Jocalmotion, should appear in 
theatomach during its period of inactivity, 
Yeab, at othor times, chemical: reactions 
destroy the special attributes for, which 
those romodiew aré prescribed. * Iodine and 
thbiodi dus further “illastraté this point, 
Giverd on au dmpty stomach, they prompt- 
Wy diffuse into the’ blood, but if digestion is 
going on the acids aud starch form products 
of inforior activity; and thus the purpose 
which they are iistended to subsdrve is de- 
fouted. Substancus ypresceibdd {to have 
alvide action on the gwucous membrane, or 
for prompt diffusion unaltered, are ~pre- 
ferredly given before mouls. The condition 
of the stomach veins after meals is suchas 
to loasen the activity of diffusion of poisons 
and hinder their passage through the liver, 
Tt follows that active medicaments in:doses 
hear the danger-line are more safely ad- 
ministered efter meals. ‘ 
When shall acids and alkalies be given— 
before or after meals? First, as to acids. 
_ When adids are prescribed with yee view to 
check the excessive formation of the acids 
of the gastric juice, they may be given be- 
fore méala—as, by the laws of osmosis, they 
will determine the glandular flow of the al- 
kaline constituetits of the’blood. The same 
reasoning would hold gpod if the alkaline 
condition of the blood is in excess; osmosis 
being favored, the acid would reach the 
blood the more readily. Second, as to alka- 
lies, These may begiven just before moals, 
whon thoacid-forming rhaterials inthe blood 
diffuse into the stomach glands, and after 
digestion is completed, whén tho alkalies 
diffuse directly into the blood, without in- 
terference from the contents of the stomach. 
An alkali taken during the time when thé 
reaction of the stomach juices should be 
strongly acid must necessarily hinder, if not 
arrést, the “digestive process for the time 
being. The metallic salts—notably corro- 
sive sublimate, alcohol, tannin, and some 
other agents—impair or ‘destroy the fer- 
ment, or digestive power, pepsins Wine 
that is intended to act as food is most ben- 
eficial when taken slowJy duri 
of the meal, ‘The ction as ré 
ill effecta of alcohol on pepsin is not ‘appli- 
cable here except to the stronger spirituous 
wines in large quantities, for the ordinary 
medicinal wines do not have sufliciont alco- 
holic strength to injure thisferment. Iron, 
Phosphates, cod liver oil, mult and similar 
ayents should, as a rule, go with food 
through the digestive process, and with the 
products of digestion enter tho blood.

Every citizen wis obliged 
to contribute the one hundred part of his 
possbssions. ‘he persons assessed were 
then organized as a Chamber of Loans for. 
their common protection and for the re- 
cvipt of their yearly interest of four per 
contum, earcaeenty its creditors were 
permitted to’transfer their claims in’ wholo 
orin part. The government finding’ that 
these transfers were in demand, reduced 
the rates of interest until no interest wis 
paid. Afterward it sold ‘cash inscriptions 
of credit on its books. Those inscriptions 
| cost gold, buf were not. convertable into 
gold. Asa matter of fact, although terin- 
ed a bank, its issues were government pa- 
per, aud its business was carried on solely 
far the benefit of the public treasury. This 
bank is still one of the foremost financial 
institutions in the world. For 200 years

Coarse fodder, like corn stulks, hay 
from wét ground, bean vines, ‘ete., should 
be fed first, and ure best cut up and ‘fed 
with a little meal upon them, if there” is 
any reason for economizing. When there 
is nosuch reason, they should be cut into 
foot lengths, so as to make the manure leas, 
difficult to Handle ‘in the spring, When 
cows have eaten all the coarse fodder they 
vill, give them yood hay, then clover hay, 
and finally « feed of roots, with meal and 
bran.”

A 
half-starved animal stops growing,and goos 
buck so far that it takes half the summer to 
catch up, Breeders provide now for calves 
in Ovtober, lambs in May, and_ pigs in the 
last week in March or early in April. 

Poultry for the holidays should be push- 
ed forward in the fattening coops. Bo 
careful not to overfeed, and to give variety 
enough to keep up'the appetite, Mix char- 
coal. in powder with the food. Piga,will 
fatten rapidly if kept warm, aud nothing

amiles, and yet bis heart may be a’ swamp of 
nettles, There are business men who all da 
long are mild and courteous and’ genial and 
good natured in commercial Meranaaiae back 
their irritebility and their petulance and their 
discontent, but at night the dam. breaks and 
scolding pours forth in floods and freshets. 

Reputation is only the shadow of character, 
anda very small house sometimes will cast a 
very long shadow, The li ead to drop 
with myrrh and cassia, aud the sposition to be 
as bright and warm asa sheath. of sunbeams, 
and yet they may only bes magnificent show 
window of a wretchfnl stock of goods. There 
ia many a man, who is affable in} public life and 
amid commercial spheres, who, in a cowardly 
way, takes his anger and his petulance home 
and drops them on the domestic circle. 

The reason men do not display their bad tem- 
per in public is because they do not want to be 
knocked down. There are men who hide their 
petulance and their irritability just for the same 
reason that they do not let their notes go to pro- 
test ; itdoes not pay. Orfor the same reason 
that they do not wavt a man in their stock com- 
pany to rell his stock at lows than the right 
price, lest it depreciate the value as at one time 
the wind mses, so after a sunshiny day there 
May be a tempestucus night. ‘There are people 
whoin public act the philanthropist, who at 
home act the Nero, with respect to their alippers 
and their gown, . 3

Do not 
expect the little feat to keep step to adead march, 

lo not cover up your walls with auch pictures 
as West's “Death on a pale horse,” or Tintoret- 
to's ‘Massacre of the innocents,” Rather cover

Dr. Lavell said to areporter of the 
Kingston H Nig: ;

Kiel did not appear to 
be simulating insanity. He hadaaclear an 
eatimate of his accountability and conviction of 
daty as any man the interviewer had éver con- 
verséd with. "The doctor found his mind'excel- 
lently balanced: Tn details he would go to any 
bh, He was at times animated rathérthan 
ted in his conversation. He had no hope of 
life and felt the’ neceasity of repentance, He 
was prepared for and ere ti it. “In 
all niy conversstions,” anid Dr, Lavell, ‘ there 
was vot the slightest wavering of intelligence 
‘aud memory, He was crafty and cunning, 
possessed a clear eye,a good address, could spea!

The turkey was sitting on the fence, looked 
over ono side, then over the other, and 
flopped down on the side where there was 
mostcorn.

Therefore it is of the 
utmost importance that every man to whom

erp’ sons. 

An to the wage-carners the Franchise Act 
provides, that ;— 

‘Every malo person upon the last revised 
assessment roll as a wage-earner who re- 
sides at tho time of the election in the local 
municipality in which he tenders his vote, 
and has resided there continuoualy since 
the completion of the last revised sassess- 
ment roll of the municipality,and who has, 
during the twelve months next prior to be- 
ing so entered, derived or earned wages, or 
income from some trade,occupation,calling, 
office or profeasion, of not less than two 
hundred and fifty dollars, shall be entitled 
to vote.’ 

And it further provides that :— 

‘Tho fair value of the board or lodging 
received by such persons in townships as 
part of his wages shajl be considered or in- 
cluded as part of the $200.! 

The amount for which the wage earner 
assessed is not taxable. is name is 

upon the assessment roll for the 
sole purpose of giving hima vote, The 
wage earner must take an afl jon 
in form provided by statute, and ‘the 
assessor is compélled by law to haye 
these forms printed (at the ex of 
the municipality,) and to e them 
with him when éngaged in his work of as- 

ing. Every householder in each town- 
ship municipality has‘a vote, This opens 
the door for many new voters. Every and- 
lord's son also votes, and the word * son” 
includes ‘‘stepson,” ** dson” and “son- 
in-law,” andthe word ** landlord” includes 
‘tenants,’ so that the sons of tenants may 
vote. Formerly theright of farmers’ sons 
to vote was governed by the amount for 
which the father was assessed, and it still 
is so in the Dominion Franchise. By the 
Ontario Act of last session, however,where 
the parent is assessed cither as owner or 
tenant in’ cities or towns for $400, and in

Wasutnoroy, March 20.—Both the stato 
and the navy departments are watching the 
movements of the Dominion Government | 
in regard to tho fishery dispute. -'The seiz- | 
ure and subsequent release of the schooner 
E. A. Horton on an old score is followed by 
the Dominion’s fitting up of the first of the 
cruisers intended to enforce ‘against Amor- 
ican vessels such regulations as now subsiat 
under the abrogation of the fishery clauses 
in the last troaty between the two countries, 
The steamer Lansdowne, commanded by 
Capt. Scott, R. N., will soon cruise along 
the coast for this purpose. She carries two 
guns and will be follewed by other cruisers 
4s occasion may roquire. 

In tho meantime the whole subject of 
the fishories may bo opened at Ottawa next 
week by a resolution calling for all tho 
official corresporidence on the failure to 
renew tho treaty, and for complete statis- 
tics of the number of American, yessols fish- 
ing in past years ‘lose upon Canadian 
shores, the umount and valuo of their 
catches, the instances of their violations of 
law, and the characterof the claims for 
indeninity made by Canadian officers. 

The liability of trouble arises from two 
sources, one being the presence of armed 
cruisers to onforcethe Canadian regulations, 
and the other a possible doubt, ignorance, 
or carelessness on the part of some Ameri- 
can fishermen as to their present rights or 
restrictions, The treaty under which 
had exercised privileges in common 
Canadian fishermen for a dozen of years or 
more, ceased to hold good un the first of 
last July; and the regulations to which they 
wore hereafter thrown back were not that 
of the Reciprocity treaty of 1854 which 
terminated in 1865, but the treaty of a 
bygone generation, that” of 1818. The 
fishermen have represented to Congress 
that they want’no more reciprocity treaties 
and are perfectly content with whatever 
privileges the treaty of 1818 would yield 
them. Their desire is to avoid a further 
competition with the free fish of Canada, 
whi ape down the prices they them: 
selves would otherwise have been able to 
charge. On tho pretext that the inshore 
fisheries have deteriorated, the Gloucester 
fishermen are willing, upon the whole, to 
give up the right secured by the late treaty, 

rovided they can thereby shut out the 
anadian fish from competition inthe Ameri- 
can market.

after the word “penitentiary” the words 
“for a period of soyen years.’ In clause

The serpent heads have been lost, suppos- 
ably in the seige of Stamboul by the Turks 
in 1453, It is said one is among the con-

red-hot ironsin the. porphyry, chamber, 
where she had borne him ; but I failed to 
find it there. Mutilatedand degraded,the 
entwined “serpents bear testimony to the 
réligion of the Greeks and the rapidity of 
their conquerors. That nothing may be 
lacking. it has recently been ‘restored’ by 
coat of fresh green paint. It is a newly- 
wrought statue beside the over shadowing 
granite quarried ‘three centuries before 
Abraham was driven by tamine into Egypt. 
On, the side of the obelisk may be seen the 
elliptical frame, or cartouche of the second 
Pharaoh, dating the mystic era when civi- 
lization began in the valley of the Nile, 
1,600 before the star-led magians sought 
the caravan route to Bethlehem. 

A strange doom has brought these monu- 
ments together, symbols of religions long 
dead and gone, and planted them near the 
minaret of St. Sophia, where the Muezzin 
proclaims the one God and calls the follow- 
era of Mohammed to prayer. The Egypt- 
tians used to say to the first Grecian phil- 
osophérs : *You Greeks are mere children, 
talkative and vain,you know nothing at all 
of tho past.’ 5 

To the beauty loving Athenian, the val- 
ley of the Nilo was aJand of enchantments. 
The prehistoric lifé,the labyrinths and pic: 
tured tombs, their giant statues sitting on 
granite thrones, thoir sorceries and mysti- 
cism shrouded it in a veil of illusions: and 
marvols, Side by side in the Hipprodome, 
the representative columns of the strongest 
race and the most beautiful race, keep a 
solitude unbroken, though in the midst of 
a stream of tumultuous life, not. tar from 
the pontoon’ bridgé, which one’ handred 
thousind persona cross daily. 

The single block of stone, as its pompous 
declaration declares, was lifted by godlike 
power on an ayerlasting pedestal, and over 
written with a language too holy to be en- 
trusted to the vulgar. 1t must have been 
a sort of mystery even to the people of ity 
own generation, when first the colossal 
mass was placed in front of the Temple of 
tho Sun. 

Thoodosivs the Great transported it to 
Constamtinople, A. D., 490, a memorial of 
his victory over Maximus, usurper of the 
Empire of tho Weat. ‘The monolith rests 
on a pedestal seven feet high, which is bas- 
ed on three circular steps. On one side, 
sculptured in bas-relief, aro the Emperor 
Theodosius, with his wife, enthroned, re- 
ceiving ambassadors and the homage of 
barbarians. On another, the same figure, 
viewing chariot races and the Olympic 
gomes. The third shows the Hippodrome 
and its adornments, and the machinery, 
by which the obelisk was raised, after it 
had beon thrown down by an_ earthquake. 
In the fourth bas-relief, the Emperor ap- 
pears with the crown princess holding a 
dindem. 

The hieroglyphs engraved on the red 
granite shaft are of different periods, and 
belong to sovoral dynasties, 
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Railroading i a Century Ago, 

Fifty-yoars ago the follow te Toone ofa 
thrilling experience was published : 

“Wath a load of thirteen tons, including 
many passengers, Mr, Stevenson's engine, 
the Rocket, travelled at the rate: of fifteerr 
miles an hour, and the engine of Braith- 
wait & Erickson, of London, moved at the 
astovishing speed of twenty-eight miles an 
hour, ‘It seemed,indeed’ said a spectator, 
‘to fly, presenting one of the most sublima 
spectacles of human ingonuity and human 
daring the world ever beheld. It actually 
made one dizzy to look at it, and. filled 
thousands with lively fear for the safety of 
the individuals who were on it and who 
seemed not to run along the earth, but to 
fly, as it were, on the wings of the wind. 
When in the yehicle,’ he continues, ‘nicely 
poised on springs and covered 60 a8 to ex- 
clude the eternal current of air created by 
its motion, you might imagine you were in 
a state of perfect rest while you are flying 
along the surfaco with the apeed of a racer. 
In daylight and with good. arrangements, 
travel ing in the steam coach at. twenty 
miles an hour may be much more safe, as 
well aa ploasant, than in any ordinary stage 
coach at cight or nine,” - 


‘The Kingston Presbytery. 


A Division of the Prosbytory Effected, 

At the Monday evening session of the 
Presbytery “held at Kingston a motion, 
submitted by Rev. Mr. MecCuaig, anent 
the division of the Presbytery, was dis- 
cussed. Before the discussion the session 
book of Chalmers’ church was handed in. 
Mr. McOuaig’s motion was as follows; 
‘That whereas the géographical area of 
the Presbytery ‘of Kingston, as at present 
constituted, covers @ territory © measur- 
ing 100 miles from east to west, and more 
than that distance from south to north ;

Railways, running almost parallel, the 
one terminating at Kingston and the 
other at Belleville, and thus largely lo- 
cating. the commerce and intercourse of 
these two sections; whereas it is in- 
convenient, and inyolves much’ time and 
considérable expense to many of tho 
mombers to attend meetings of the Pres- 
bytery alternately at Kington and Belle- 
ville, and wheras it is believed that a 
division of the Presbytery would greatly

& vory largo and destitute. missionary

Charles Nolin, a cousin of Riel’s, is a 
highly important witness, buf Mr. Amyot 
does not quote from his testimony. This 
witness was instrumental in bringing Riel 
into the country from Montana and was in 
constant and confidential communication 
with him He stated that in December 
1884 Riel began to show a desire to have 
money ; that he wanted $100,000 or $150,- 
000, but at the request of Father Andre 
lowered his demand to $35,000, saying he 
would himself settle with the Government 
for the balance. He» said if he got the 
money he would go wherever the Government 
wished to send him, Riel also said that 
since his arrival in the country he had tried 
to separate the people from the clergy,that 
until that time he had been almost at opon 
war with the clergy, but that now he had 
made peace with the churoh. How he kept 
that pledge, see evidence of Ness, ante, 
Riel asked witness, lato in January,to re. 
ign acontract for the construction of a 
telegraph line in his favor, so as to show 
the Government that the half-breeds were 
not satisfied that Riel had not got what he 
asked for.

Blackfeet haye killed’60 police at the 
Elbow. The halfbreed who interpreted for 
the police having survived the fight though 
wounded, brought the news. z 

Here we have killed six white men. We 
have not taken the barracks yet, but that 
is the only entire building in Battleford. 
All the cattle and horses in the vicinity we 
have taken. We haye-lost one man a Nez 
Perce killed, he being alone, and one 
wounded. Some soldiers have come from 
Swift Current, but {£ don’t know their 
number, Wehave here guns and rifles of 
all sorts, but ammunition for them is short. 
If it be possible ‘send us ammunition of 
various kinds. We dre weak ofly for want 
of that 

You sent word that you would come to 
Battleford when you’ have finished your 
work at Duck Lake. We wait still for you, 
as wo are unable to take the fort without 
help. If you send us news send only one 
messenger. We are impatient to reach 
you. lt would encourage us much to. see 
you and make us work more heartily. Up 
to the present everything has gone well 
with us, but we are constantly expecting 
the soldiers to visit us here. 

We trust that God will be gs kind to us 
in the future as he has in the past. We 
send greeting to you all. PounpMAKER. 

When this reaches you send us news im- 
mediately, a8 we are anxious to hear news. 
You remitc news. Send as many men as 
possible. 

Poundmaker is one of those “‘red, un- 
happy children,” wha were,by ** bad Jaws” 
condemned to the penitentiary, and whose 
conduct the Globe declared worthy of com- 
mendation, not condemnation.

The cargo consisted 
chiefly of wollen dry goods from Man- 
chester and Birmingham, and a few 
silks, The larger part of it must 
have been insured on the other side. Mr. 
Raven thought that the loss on personal 
baggage would also be $500,000, But the 
greatest loss of all, in his opinion, was in 
the registered mail. It wasthe custom to 
send over coupons by mail, and the Oregon 
must have carried large quantities of these 
coupons, especially of the 4% per cent. 

Governments due on March 1. Thebe 
would be a dead loss. There were besides 
great quantities of bonds and other securi- 
ties in the mail. Several losers have called 
on him to enquire what could be done. One 
gentleman said he had $300,000 worth of 
securities in the mail, and he was anxious

The dimensions of thé Oregon were as 
follows ; Length over all, 520 feet; bredth,

horse power, and her grosstonnage 7,500 
tons. She had five decks; the first, or 
promenade deck, extended the whole 
length and breadth of the vessel. This 
was entirely reserved for saloon passen- 
gers, with the exception of that portion 
which ran underneath the turtle decks at 
the bow and atern. Tho second, or upper 
deck, was used for officers’ and engineers 
cabins and the entrances to the main sa- 
loons. The passenger cabins, the dining 
saloon, the ladies’ retiring rooms, eto., were 
located on the main deck, which was able 
to accommodate $40 first-class passengers, 
92 second;class and 110 third class or steer- 
ago passengers. .

Kiel Meets Dovoy 
Propositsons We 
Caundian Kepubli 


and Bresiin-How His 


oived The French 


Mr. Dévoy has given the Now York Sun 
an account of Riel’s eu leayor. to form an 
alliance with the Feniana-in 1878. The 
bookkeoper of Sweeney's Hotel, in New 
York, one day, in 1878, introduced a -cer- 
tain priest, who was staying at the hotel, 
to Devoy. The priest told Dovoy a nimple 
story of the grievances of the half-breeds, 
their fruitless efforts to obtain redress, and 
their consequent determination to revolt 
on the first favourable opportunity. Miny 
French-Canadians, ho» said, sympathized 
warmly with the Metis, and once they 
were in the field, would rendér them con- 
siderable assistance. He gave asketch of 
Riol, which showed that he had a high 
opinion of his abilityand of his. inbuence 
with his tace, Finally he-arranged for a 
meeting between Devoy and Riel, which 
took place next day, J.J. Breslin. being 
also present. Devoy tells the rest of the 
story as follows :— 

_ “Riel talked slowly and witli great de- 
liberation, his eyes alone giving any sign 
of animation, He covered precisely tha 
same ground as the priest, but went into 
groater detail, and anawered questions with 
either great minuteness or rather Vaguely, 
according #8 their purport seemed to please 
him or not. We warned him at the start 
that wo had only power to hear his propos- 
ition afd transinitit to others. After be- 
ing assured that the number of those to be 
acquainted with his plans was very limit- 
ed, he expressed’ himself as satistied. He 
said that the condition of the half-breeds 
Was such that

described the fraud and tri of th 
iis ehce a tare patna aa their 


nefarious practices by high officials of. the 
the aden, Gorerinaak, who were in 
Teague withthem and profited by their 
thefts of lands belonging to the Metis. The 
whole administration and system of land 
management in the North-west, he de- 
acribed’as rotten to the core. The wrongs of 
the Metis were intensified by the bitter 
racé hatred of the mon who plundered them. 
Deep-rocted disaffection, he claimed, exist- 
among the whole half-breed population, 
both in Manitoba and the North-west Ter- 
ritory, and was sustained by strong sym- 
yet onthe part of the whole French 
anaadian population. He also represented 
that many white settlers in both. proyinces 
were in active sympathy with them and 
would join the standard of insurrection 
when the time came.. They would be join- 
ed. by several thousand Jndians, who were 
allied to the Metis by blood and who, were 
entirely under their influence. Their only 
trouble was want of arms and ammunition 
and the means of bringing a number of 
their countrymen from portions of the 
North-western Stateswhere they had settled 
to join the, movement... He represented 
the French Canadians as being disgusted 
with the Confederation and anxious to 
break 1t up, andaaid that the politicians 
who had been bribed. into loyalty by re- 
ceiving places had not followed among their 
countrymen, He admitted that the Freneh- 
Canadians were .sluggish through lack of 
education, and that there was little organi- 
.zation, but claimed that a French republic 
in Quebec was only a question of tine, He 
wanted ’ 
TO FORCK THEM TO AGTION 
by a half-breed rising in the North-Weat. 
If the Irish in Canada could be induced to 
join the French, nothing could prevent in- 
dependence or annexation to the United 
States. . He preferred a French Republic, 
and then Ontario would be forced to. seek 
annexation to the United States for her 
own protection. He placed the number of 
half-breeds from various sections who 
could be counted on to join the movement, 
as nearly as I can recollect, at about 5,000, 
but did not give the number of Indians 
morg clearly than ‘seyeral thousand.’ 
The Dominion forces, he claimed, would 
be crippled and demoralized by French 
disaffection, and the first success of the 
Métis would kindle the flame of revolt in 
Quebec, If the Irish would then join the 
French, British rule was at an end. If a 
British regular army were sent out then 
would come Ireland's chance, and he gave 
vague hints of knowing that a great Europ- 
ean power would then be prepared to 
strike Eugland elsewere. But when ho 
camo to speak of the help he expected of 
the Irish Nationalists; in the United 
States, Riel was clear, specific and 
business-like in the oxtreme. Ho want- 
cd neither mon nor. officers. He had 
plenty of men better fitted for tho kind of 
warfare suited to the country than any that 
could be supplied from the United States, 
In the early stages of the struggle scientific 
oflicora would be only an encumbrance, Ho 
wanted rifles, Gatling guns, ammunition, 
military stores, and money, and nob yory 
much of either. ‘Two thousand rifles, a few 
Gatlings, and a little ammunition would 
suftice, and as much monoy as would enable 
them to make the necessary proparations. 
He did not state orapproximate the amount, 
In rocomponse. for this aid a large tract of 
land, sufficient to make an Irish State, was 
to be granted to us, and the prestige of do 
foating England was giyen duo prominence 
in tho considerations presented, 

Theo two Irishmen then put a series of 
quostiona. to Riel regarding the detailé of 
his organization, the strength of the Cana- 
dian militia, Ke. His anawors wore so un- 
satisfactory that his hoarers recommended 
tho Fenian exeoutive not to interfere in hia 
plans. Noaid wason this account extended 
to Riel when the reyolt actually did occur.

COLONIZATION ROADS, 


Speech by Mr. Wood in the Legislature. 


Mr. Wood said he thought the question 
of Colonization Roads was one that should 
have the careful consideration of the House. 
These grants were matters of great impor- 
tance to the districts in which the expendi- 
tures were made. He was Dieser to hear 
the Treasurer state in his Budget speech 
that the Government fully recognized their 
importance, But: there were certain con- 
ditions inthe “mode of expenditure that 
should be carefully carried out. 

1st. The proper selection of the line of 
road on which the expenditure should be 
made. If a bad selection was made, then 
the subsequent expenditure was to a degree 
wasted, 

2nd, ‘The person employed to expend the 
money should be a practacal man. For no 
matter how good a man he was in other re- 
spects, if he did not understand road build- 
ing such as is required in the newer sec- 
tions, the chances are the money would be 
wasted. > 

Srd. Again, there should bo a thorough 
system of inspection, With this before the 
eres of tho parties expending the money, 

ere would be more care in the manner in 
which the work is done. 

He said it was gratifying to know that 
some of the grievances of which he had 
complained during the earlier sessions of 
this Parliament had disappeared. 

For instance, some of the foremen had 
been dropped whose work was of an un- 
satisfactory character, That bringing in 
supplies from Toronto, with all its abuses, 
had ceased in the districts in the northern 
parts of the counties of Addington, Has- 
tings and Peterborough. That on the rec- 
commendation of members, parties in charge 
of road work who were not doing their 
work efliciently were replaced by others, 
and that genorally in the sections named 
there had been an improvement. He said 
he thought that the Pree deserved 
credit for a good deal of this improvement 
by their persistent efforts in calling atten- 
tion to the abuses referred to, and getting 
returns that called the attention of the pub- 
lic to these important matters. He was 
not unwilling to give the Government credit 
when they deserved it, and hoped these 
changes for the better would not disappear 
attheapproach ofanother election. One thing 
he folt was positively necessarythat itshould, 
be impressed upon the general community 
that the money expended was the people's 
money, and should be as carefully expondod 
as municipal grants, This was often: for- 
gotten, and the expenditures looked upon 
aa a gift by the Department, 

The speaker said before sitting down, he 
would call attention again to the anomaly 
of giving grants from this fund to a road 
leading into one of the front Townships. 
He referred to what was called the Bridge- 
water and Lonsdale Road. No doubt his 
hon, friend from the East Riding would say 
this grant was all right as far as improving 
the roads was concerned, but neither he nor 
any othor member could possibly say this 
line of road was a Colonization road. It 
was absurd to pot it in that clase, and he 
hoped that such grants would disappear 
from the list, as it was taking the money 
from localities that bad claims on this fund. 
It was generally believed to be a sop for the 
benefit of the late member for that Riding. 

He had niad@ annual trips through the 
norhern districts with the Dominion mem- 
ber representing this Riding, and in speak- 
ing of the roads he did so from a practical 
knowledge of the facts. He was far more 
anxious to secure to these people in the 
northern sections their rights, than he was 
to gain a mere political advantage,
